The long boat was hastily lowered and we got 
on board as speedily as practicable. The little cap- 
tain even in this extremity yo the intluence of 
the precepts of Seneca and Boetheus on his mind ; 
he was the lastto leave the ship, though the fury of 
the waves threatened every moment to dash her to 
pieces. The boat pushed offfrom the wrecR ; it was 
well manned, and ina few minutes we were beyond 
the danger of the breakers. Our eyes were still 
turn d towards the ship which was labouring to pass 
the sbelving rock, when suddenly twa figures appear- 
ed on board. Our hearts sunk within us, a each 
anxiously looked around to see if his frien! were 
with as. A voice near me, scarcely articulate with 
grief, sobbed “‘O! my mother, my dear mother!” 
{ turned and bebeld Mrs. Campbell's child in the 
arms of the boatswain. ‘Those left behind proved 
to be the maniac and the anhappy female, Mrs.

But populous citics are naturally the seats 
of knowledye, and especially is Philadelphia, 
in refefence to our own state; and the advan- 
tages gtgulting to the state from its represen- 
tatived associating with # portion of our citizens 
who dw not share in the business of politics, 
would be immediat:ly felt—not only in the 
chamber of legislation, but also in the sqcial 
and domestic circle.—These advantages are 
so impgtant, and apparently evident, that ex- 
cept IF & single instance of local feelings, we 
may eXpress astonishment that any member 
should got acknowledge and act from them. 

It is found that most of the western mem- 
bers visit the city either during the session of 
the Legislature, or immediately on its rising, 
so that the convenience of individuals is cer- 
tainly egnsulted by a removal. 

It ig often a subject of regret among the 
active Members of the various literary and 
scientific societies in this city, that gentlemen 
resident in the interior countics, are as 
foreign from their active proceedings as if 
they lived in Europe, and thusa great propor- 
tion of the advantages to be derived from 
these associations, is entirely lost, there be- 
ing mare to diffuse the discoveries, and thus 
disseminate the bencfits of their labours, 

It is Lkewise certain, that while the mem- 
bers of the Legislature can be much more 
agreeably accommodated in Philadelphia than 
in any isterior town, they can also have these 
comforts and accommodations at a much 
cheaper rate. It was not unaptly remarked 
by a country editor, in reference to this same 
subject, that the proprietors of public houses
